PURPOSE: To simplify the operation and to enhance the work efficiency by 
decreasing the number of times of executing a character adopting instruction 
by an operator. 

CONSTITUTION: An input processing part 3 reads out a character corresponding 
to reading inputted from a- keyboard 1. In this case, when the character corre- 
sponding to reading inputted from the keyboard 1 is only one kind, a single 
candidate character adopting means 3a adopts unconditionally the character 
concerned without a character adopting instruction from the keyboard 1.

CONSTITUTION: At the time -of integration, the same, information as. a conven- 
tional receipt" is recorded a~s~ account book, preparing information .in. recording 
mediums 1, 2 such as an-FD-and an IC card, etc., by a register 3, and by setting 
it to- an account book preparing machine . 6 such as a word processor and a 
personal computer, etc., an account book -is prepared. Also, a customer code 
of the recording mediums^lT' 2 is utilized, sales information is sent together 
therewith" from the register ' 3 to a host computer 5, and sales are managed 
for every customer. .

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PURPOSE: To obtain the inventory data in an inventory site without reading 
out . the previous inventory data from a master file of a host computer at the 
time of inventory, although it is necessary to receive a commodity master file 
held by the host computer to a processor side and to store it in an external 
storage device in order to grasp the inventory quantity of commodities by. 
comparing it with data at the time of the previous inventory at the time of 
inventory. 

CONSTITUTION: This system is constituted so that a control part 1 generates 
prescribed data from data of a label part 42 read from a bar-code reader 2 
and data subjected to key input from an operating part 3 and stores it in a 
memory part 55, transfers the data concerned to a processor through a transmis- 
sion part 18, and the data of the label part 42 is generated by executing bar- 
code printing to the data concerned by a printing part 4.
